attributed to Iho supposed fact that soil aud 
plants nro coldor than tbo nir at night, nnd 
fio condense Us moisture iu tho form of 
"dew." Tho "dew" on tho ice-pitcher is 
the common illustration to prove the thco. 
ry ; but as wo hnve soon, tho conditions in 
this cnno aro tho rovorso'of those with soil 
and plant, which ore both warmer than 
tho air nt night, while tho ico-pilohor is 
coldor. Further investigations were mndo 
in tho study of this question. A tin-box, 
without top or bottom, was filled with soil
